ORDER 

New Delhi the 6th January, 1978 

S.O. 18(E)/18AA/IDRA/79.-—Whereas the Central Govern¬ 
ment Is satisfied that the unit of Messrs. Sri Rama Sugars 
and Industries Limited manufacturing sugar at Seethanagaram 
in District Siikakulam in the State of Andhra Pradesh (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said industrial undertaking) has 
been cUrsed for a period of more than three months and 
that such closure is prejudicial to the concerned scheduled 
Industry and that the financial condition of the company 
owning the said industrial undertaking and the condition of 
the plant and machinery of the said industrial undertaking 
are such that it is possible to restart the said industrial under¬ 
taking and that such restarting is necessary in the interests 
of the general public to ensure adequate production of sugar ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confeRcd by 
clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 18AA of the Indus¬ 
tries (Eievelopment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
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the Central Government hereby authorises the Nizam Sugar 
Factory limited, an undertaking ol the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh (hereinafter referred to as ‘Authorised (Ilon- 
trollcr’) to t^e over the managernent of the said induatrio! 
undertaking, subject to the following teruH and conditions, 
namely :— 

(1) The Authorised Controller shall comply with all 
directions issued from time to time by the Central 
Government 

(2) The Authorised Controller shall hold office for a 
period of three years from the date of publication 
in the Official Gazette of this Order. 


(3) The Central Government may terminate the-appoint¬ 
ment of the Authorised (Dontroller earlier, if it con¬ 
siders it necessary to do so. 

2. This order shall have effect for a period of three years 
commencing from the date of publication in the Official 
Gazette.
